3. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 2, wherein the 
compound of formula I derivative is rhein or diacerein. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 1 any of the 
prec e ding claimo , wherein the rhein or rhein derivative is administered at a dose of 25 to 500 
mg per day. 
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5. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 1 any of the 
pr e c e ding claims , wherein the rhein or rhein derivative is administered und e r a form which 
can b e administ e r e d per oral route. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method Use of rhein and rh e in d e rivativ e s for th e 
manufactur e of manufacturing a medicinal product for the treatment of an affection requiring 
an increase of the levels of the heme oxygenase enzyme comprising manufacturing rhein or 
rhein derivatives, wherein the medicinal product comprises rhein or rhein derivatives . 

7. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 6, wherein rhein 
and the rhein derivative are. represented by the following general formula (I):

(Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 10, wherein the 
unitary dose is comprised between 25 mg and 50 mg. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 1 any of claims 
6 to 1 1 , wherein the rhein or rhein derivative is associated with a non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drug (NSAID) or with a COX-2 inhibitor.

6 to 12 , wherein the affection requiring an increase of the levels of the heme oxygenase 
enzyme tr e atm e nt is int e nded to cur e or pr e v e nt transplant rejections. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method Use according to claim 1 any of claims 
6 to 12 , wherein the affection requiring an increase of the levels of the heme oxygenase 
enzyme tr e atm e nt is int e nded to pr e v e nt and inhibit th e effects of stress on cells and tissues.
